THE HOSPITAL BILL.

ary, endowments aud to secure tho re-

wh'.ch such endowment may bo raado by 
a mortgage upon its property, real and 
personal. 


2. Any maano or feeble-minded person 


may upon tho written request of the 
guardian or any fncud, bo committed to

hospital 
ia 
the

manner that iusane 
persons 


aro committed to tho ">tuto hospital for 
tho insane, provided that tho county in 
which such person resides shall bo liable 
for the support, maiutemanco and treat- 
ment of such person only whon such per- 
son has been commutted to such hospi- 
tal, asylum or institution upon tho re- 
quest ot tho board of supervisors of such 
county. 


3. Such hospital, asylum or institution 


shall not bo required to keep, care for or 
treat any insane or feeble minded person 
longer than the guardian or friends of 
such (person, or tho county from which 
B.uoh person shall have boeu committed

LOUISVILLE, Feb. 14.—Tho greatest disaster 


that ever befell tho city of Louisville is now 
npon na. Nearly a square mile of territory is 
under water within the limits of the city. From 
s,OW to S,OOU people have been driven from 
their homua. To cap tho climax, there has 
bciiii loss of life, Low grout it is impossible to 
a.iy. The section of the city from Preston 
street oast to the cut-off and north of the Short 
Line railroad ia in ruins, The people living 
thero had plenty of warning. Tho river all day 
-Monday just lapped tho top of Fronton sti-eot 
and cut off the embankments, and in places the 
water was trickling ovor. At 8 o'clock a con- 
siderable break occurred at Adams street, 
aud a hundred men worked vigorously '" 
stop tho waters, but In the laco of 
this 
tho infatuated 
inhabitants 
of

bottoms of old Bear Grass crook remained in 
their houses, and most of them wont to bod an 
usual. About 11 o'clock Monday night the 
break camo. The 'cut-off dam, overcome by 
tliu torntic weight of water from above, ga- 
way, and instantly, with u loud roar, tho floi 
rushed over. It may bo imagined with wh. 
foroo the waters came, when-they had a fa__ 
of -from fifteen to eighteen feut to the low 
ground beneath. Jn loss time than it takes to 
loll the yellow tide was swooping in from all 
points, and tho unfortunate people wore sur- 
prised in their houses. A mighty rush of 
water swept from square to square, rapidly 
i-iain1* in the houses, and severing many ot 
them from thoir foundations. Tho scene was 
awful; 
the roav of the waters could not 


drown the screams of tho terrified once, who 
were escaping from the doomed dvrollmuB. 
Skills thot about from window to window. 
Men women and children wadod through thu 
advancing waters, each with whatever house- 
hold good's tlioy could lay hands ;on. Bonfires

puor outcast* had giiinod, and hundreds of 
people shivered iu their wot clothmt; about 
smokv fires. 
To an observer who stands to-day at tho foot 


of Jackson, Shelby or Clay street, it ia impos- 
sible to understand why the loss of hfo:w.as not 
lar"or. Tho scene beggars description. Ihe 
people, who were blissfully sleeping in-foolish 
ooiitUleiico that tho embankment would shelter 
them, wore rudely awakened by the tlood coin- 
in" into their Louses. Some were even sni- 
unscd in bed. 
When the stroke came it was 


filio lightning in darkness and cold, lliey lied 
thu watery death, half clothed, and carrying 
nothing with them save children and tho help- 
\ largo part of the city has constituted itself 
into a s&ief committee, with tho mayor at ita 
head aud all that can is being done to. lend a 
helmnj; hand.

This was done 
by a crowd of colored men, who built tho pas- 
sago-wajs of planks. Those people havo been 
housed for tho past fnrty hours, and they wore 
unable in tho meantime to obtain provisions. 
Theno houses have boon tapped by building 
gangways into adjoining housts.

embarkation of provisions, 
and 


so much was tho crowd in spirit with the 
moasurea of relief that oviry man took a hand 
In unloading tho wagons of provisions. They 
wore embarked in skiffa provided by Tully, and 
as tho fleet passed out from tho impromptu 
bnain formed" m Third street loud approval 
went up from the great crowd gathered there. 
Last night the general council hold a meeting 
and authorized tho mayor to expend 55,000 for 
the flood Hufforors. 
Tho loss in Louisville may bo estimated at 


$300,000. It may bo computed that the loss to 
small owners and poor people will reach $175,- 
000. and tho loss to factories, mills, foundnoa, 
and railroads will swell the. figures probably 
beyond $800,000. Tho board of trade hold a 
mooting at noon yesterday, and organized itself 
into a relief committee. 


A'gratifying feature of the flood ia that com- 


paratively few havo lost their lives. ' Many oc- 
cupants of houses in tho submerged districl 
had removed and thus escaped. The fact thai 
tho survivors aro scattered ovor tho entire city 
renders it impossible to muko a definite state- 
ment of who aro lost or saved, and it is suffi- 
cient to say that tho death-roll ie smaller than 
circumstances havo indicated. Those known 
lo bo lost are: John Finch and son,a small boy,

but it is hoped they had moved -out. Those 
names aro all that could be learned by tho ac- 
tive search of reporters all day; but it is feared 
when the -waters subside ghas'tly scenes will he 
found in houses now under water, as it is 
scarcely probable that so small a list as this 
will cover the death-roll.

Several weeks ago he 
had a quarrel with his family, consisting 
of a wife and seven children, tho latter 
ranging in ago from twenty-one years to 
infancy, and left home, nnd, it is said, 
has not been seen in the neighborhood 
since. This morning at 1:30 o'clook.JMrs. 
Kennedy was awakened from her slum- 
bers by a sense of suffocation and sprang 
from her couch only to find her small 
dwelling almost enveloped in flames. 
Sha immediately ran up stairs and invak- 
enod five-of her children, who escaped, 
but two, a daughter aged fourteen and a 
child one year and a half, perished in the 
flames". • It is probable, that these chil- 
dren who slept upon the first floor, and 
could readily have escaped had they 
awakened, were suffocated in the midst 
of.their dreams and passed over tho dark 
river iu perfect unconsciousness of what 
caused their death. As the flro occnrred 
in tho dead of night, but very few oC tho 
neighbors gathered to render assistance 
to the stricken, helpless anil almost naked 
family, who had fled from the flames into 
the chill of night with scarcely a particle 
of raiment upon them. Those who did 
come, however, say that it was a pitiful 
eight to see the mother and older chil- 
dren stand upon the margin of. the black- 
ened mass before them and throw snow 
in upon the bodies of. the two children, 
•which lay in plain sight among the burn- 
ing debris in the small, cellar, after the 
building had 
been consumed. They 


were endeavoring to save from still fur- 
ther disfiguration the 
soulless ten3- 


ments of clay which had already parlial- 
ly given way to the. fury of the flames 
and for the time being forgot their own 
condition in thoir agony over those that 
were lost. 


Tho origin of the fire is unknown, but 


Jiko.rumor prevails that it was the handi- 
work of an incendiary, and tho finger of 
suspicion is already pointed at the hus- 
band and father, who so mysteriously 
abandoned his family some time since.* 


The house was of little consequence, 


being worth but 8300 or $400, and as there 
was no insurance,,th8 loss is total."
